WHEREAS, Peter Ferro, Sr. returned home from the war and
continued  his career with  Powers-Thompson Construction
Company; in 1964, he and his brother, Tony Ferro, started and
operated PT Ferro Construction, which became one of the largest
construction companies in the region, employing thousands of

local residents over the years; and

WHEREAS, Peter Ferro, Sr. was a longtime member of the
Church of St. Anthony and a longtime supporter of Stone City
VFW #2199; he helped many individuals, churches, and charities;
at the age of 70, he retired, taking up golf and fishing and

spending much of the time in Bonita Springs, Florida; on his
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88th birthday, he took the Honor Flight from Chicago to
Washington D.C., which included wvisiting the World War II

Memorial; and

WHEREAS, Peter Ferro, Sr. was preceded in death by his
wife, Ruby; his brother and sisters, Tony (Rosella) Ferro, Lena
(Rolle) Kurth, and Rosie (Leno) Giacomi; and his

sisters-in-law, Elaine (Bob) Ehrsam and Betty (Don) Hadala; and
